Q. Here is Hell Scituated ? 
A. The Scituation of Hell, or, as 
it is cal!’d, a Local Hell, may jutt- 


ly be numbred among the Secrets 
of Providence, which are undifcoverable by Man.

A. Tho’ ic fhou’d not confift of a Real Fire, it 
wil! yet be more than a bare Privation of the Sight 
of God. For a Coniciou(nets of Sin ( however for 
a Seafon it may be lull’d a fleep) is naturally and 
irre(pectively a very exquifite Tormentor. Bur tho’ 
we cannot be pofitively affur'd, that the Holy Pen- 
men intend any more by the mention they make of 
Fire, than to reprefent the Torments of Hell under 
the moft rerrible Refemblances ( when yet they may 
infinitely exceed the Images made ufeof ) fo neither 
can we fay, that their Expreffions aie not Literally 
to be underftood, fince eur Bodies, as well as our 
Souls, will be grievoufly tormented, which may be 
fo order’d by Omnipotent Difpleafure, as to be Al- 
ways Burning, and yer Never ey 

Q. Are there greater Torments for greater Sinners, or 
are all tormented altke ? 

A. That our Punifh nent wili be proportionable 
to our Sins, may ¢vidently appear, as the Rules 
of Equity, as from feveral Pafiages in Scripture, fo 
from that particular Paffage in Mat. 24. 51. he hall 
cut him afunder, and appoint him a Portion with 
the Hypocrites. Where the Hypocrites are plainly 
{uppos’d cto be punifh’d with more than ufual Seve- 
rity. 

Q. Which is the greater Sin, Sodomy or Adultery, 
and why are not Both punifh'd with Death ? 

A. Of thofe two very heinous Sins the former is 
the worft, becaufe a guilt of fo Unatural a Dye, 
agreeable to what we meet with in Rom, 1.27. But 
as Sedomy is punifb'd with Death, fo Adultery is 
very worthy rn fame Punifhment. But we muft 
leave the Political Part of it to the Wifdom of our 
Lawgivers, 

Q. ‘What is the Meaning of thofe Words in Ecclefi- 
afticus 38. 8. from him is Peaee aver all the Earth ? 

A. This is anfwer'd in. Numb, 27. 

Q. In Gen. 4. 15. It is faid, that the Lord fet a 
Mark upon Cain, /eft any finding him fhould kill bim. 
I wou'd know, who there were to kill bim? In Vet. 17. 
tt 45 faid, Cain knew bis Wife. 2 defire to kngw whom 
be tock to Wife 2 ; .

Q. What is the meaning of that in St. John 21.25; 
and there are alfo many other things, which Jefus did, 
the which if they flou'd be written every one, I fuppofe, 
that even the World it felf cou'd not contain the Books, 
that fhou'd be written? 

A. It is a Figure call’d an Hyperbole, which un- 
der an Expreffion Literally incredible reprefents 
fomething very Extraordinary. 

Q. Pfalm 18th Ver. soth, it is faid Wiares? dva- 
snosot K" & Eouoroynoovras ods, which we render, fhall 
the Dead rife and praife thee ? How comes dares, 
which fignifies Phyficians, to be call'd the Dead? 

A. The Original in Hebrew DONS fignifies the 


Dead, as Deriv'd from 15% Deficere, 10 fains, 
Whereas the Septuagint deriv’d it from NST Sa- 


navit, he curd. And the reafon, which feems to 
have induc’d them to derive it from that Radix, is 
becaufe it has the fame Radical Letters, whereas the 
other Radix differs in the Final. 

Q. What is the reafon of the Chamelion’s Changing 
his Colour, and acquiring a Red, Black, Yellow, or that 
of any Cloth, on which it is laid ? 

A. Before we trouble our felves about finding the 
Reaion of any ftrange Phenomenon, we fhou’d be 
very well affur'd of its being crue ; but we haye 
fome reafon to fufpect this, of being only a vulgar 
Error, as well as his living upon Air only ; fince 
fome Modern Authors of Note, deny both alike ;

Befides, as it bas that 
Peculiar Faculty, of confiderably {welling and con.

Alterauon, in the Colour of his Skin, according as

Ome, May 6. We are inform’d that the Duke 
d’ Uzede Ambaffador of Spain, has receiv'd 
Orders from the King of France to caufe all 
the Garrifons of thofe Places in Tufcany, of which 
the King of Spain is poffefs’d of, to be withdrawn 
and fent into Gil, the better to fecure it from [n- 
vafion, but thar Place is fo well affected to the Au- 
ftrian Family, that we hope foon to have a good Ac- 
count thereof. M. Davia, who was fomnerly Nun 
cio at the Court of Vienna,- 1s come hither from his 
Bithoprick of Rinain1. . ah aide 

Genoa, May 8. Don Camillo Grillo, is arrivd 
here from Paris ; he pafs'd in the Difguife ot a Com- 
mon Seaman's Habit, thro’ Oneglia, He goes ro 
Leghorn, to take on him the Command of the Gal 
lies of Naples. Two Englith Frigates arriv’d here on 
the 6th of this Month from Barcelona, which the 
Counts of Galves and Erit. Don Michael de Pig 
nos and the Marquefs de Buffora are Nominated by 
K. Charles III, to Receive and Compliment on his 
Part, his Royal Contort, and to conduct her to Bar 
celona: Tis faid, thefe Frigates are to take on Board 
a confiderable Sum of Gold, and ro Sail with it jm- 
mediately to Barcelona. 

Madrid, May 1. The King has causd a great 
Number of Medals of Gold to be ftruck, each the 
weight of 12 Piftoles, wich his Head on one fide,and 
bis Queen's on the other, which are defign’d to be 
beftow'd on Perfons of Merit. Four of them are al- 
ready given to the Bifhop of Girone’s 4 Chaplains, 
who follow’d him at the ime when the Catalonians 
revolred. On the 6th of laft Month, the King and 
Queep, went to the Palace of Buen-Retiro, to pafs 
(ome time there, whither alfo the Prince of Afturias 
was carryed ; the People a siggy great Joy at the 
fight of him. The Univerfiry of Salamanca have 
causd a Book to be compos’d, which contains ar 
large the feveral Particulars of the Feafts and Rejoy- 
cings which were made on Occafion ot the Birth of 
that Prince, 

Leghorn, May 5. We have Advice tharrwo Zea- 
land Privateers have taken and carryed into Major- 
ca, a French Ship bound for Marfeilles, which had 
30000 Pieces of Bight in Specie on Board, her Cap- 
tain bring kill’d in the Action. By Advices from Na- 
ples, we.ace.igform’d that 20000 Pieces of Eight 
were tound on Board the Caprain-Galley of Sardi- 
nia, which Revolted to King Charles iit 

Paris, May 22. The 22d of laft Month was 
brought into the Port of Cartagena, a Ship of the 
Enemy Laden with Wheat, Barley, Oats and other 
Grain, and having on Board other Paffengers,amon 
chem iome Porruguele, Dutch and Englih Officers, 
who were going trom Barcelona to Lisbon, which 
after a pretty long Difpure, was taken by a French 
Ship. Lewers from Cadiz fay, that aFrench Pnva- 
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teer, had fentin thither a Dutch Ship of 32 Guns, 





call’d the Alicant Galley, bound from Genoa to Lis. 
bon, Laden with Sugar and other Goods. Don Jo. 
feph de Ins Rios, Governor of the Gallies of Spain, 
being inform’d that the Privateers of Alicanr, had 
taken a French Merchant Ship in the Port of Alma. 
zaron, where the Guadalentin falis into the Sea ; 
went thither with rwo Gallies and oblig’d them to 
quit their Prize, which he fent to Catalonia: Then 
he gave Chace to thole Privateers, and tore’d one of 
them to run,afhore, where both Ship and Company 
Perift’d, 10 Men excepted ; who faving themfelves 
from drowning by getting intoa Shallop, were taken 
Prifoners and fent to Murcia) Lecers from Madrid 
of the 7th fay, that they had an Account from Ca- 
diz, that 6 of our Men of War, lye ready to Sail 
from thence with the Florilla from the Weft Indies, 
and waited only for their laft Orders trom Court.
